LOCKS UP WIFE, 2, 
30 DAYS; FOUND 


and Fences Home. 


As a result of an imprisonment of 
thirty days in her home at 4801 Mc- 
Cook avenue, East Chicago, Mrs. John 
Novak is seriously ill in a hospital at 
Crown Point. 

The strange ordeal, said by the East 
Chicago police to be without parallel 
in the vicinity, was imposed by her 
husband. Her two small children were 
imprisoned with her. No one was 
permitted to see them. 

Novak, a mechanic who owns a 
first built a ten foot fence around his 
two story frame residence.

Police Figures on 
Robberies Bared. 


Thieves’ loot in the Chicago district 
for’ the year 1920, based on burglaries 
holdups, and pocket’ pickings 
reached the staggering total of $4528.- 
453.40—-an average daily property loss 
of more than $12,436. 

Embezzlements and forgeries, vun- 
ning into the hundreds of thousands, 
are not included in these figures as 
compiled by Chicago's police d2part- 
ment. Police records show that of th‘« 
vast loss only a little- more than one- 
fourth, or $1,403,954 in property and 
cash, was recetered. This means that 
more than $3,000,000 was the net loss. 

This compares with a record of §$3,- 
543,590 in property and cash stolen dur- 
ing 1919, with police recoveriés of $972,- 
699. During that year there were 8,983 
robbery complains or “ squeals”’ turned 
into the police department. A record 


‘of the exact number of “ squeals” dur- 
ing 1920 is unavoidable,’ but the num- | 


ber has run well above the 13,000 mark, 
based upon preliminary reports.

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The situation in 
Ireland today is nothing short of a 
tragedy, whether from the point of 
view of the Irigh people or from the 
standpoint of British honor and pres- 
tige. 

This is the exordium of the report 
of the British labor commission which 
went to Ireland Nov. 30, and details 
of which are given today. A brief 
Outline of it was made public some 
time ago. 

The commission was headed by Ar- 
thur Henderson, M. P., and include4 
six-other members. 

After giving a diary of the work of 
the -commission, and reviewing the 
methods of the inquiry, which “ was 
confined to Dublin and its neighbor- 
hood and to the southwest of Ireland, 
whieh is the most disturbed area of 
the country,” the report continues:

LONDON, Jan. 1.-—The registrar gen- 
eral’s 1919 report for England and 
Wales contains figures dealing with in- 
fant deaths suggesting that nature or 
Providence is trying to atone for war 
losses. 

“ While the time is hardly ripe yet 
te attempt an estimate of the total loss 
of births attributable to the war,” the 
report says, “ pobsibly the number may 
be somewhere above 500,000 or very 
similar to that-of deaths in active 
service,” 

By way of compensdtion the report 
shows fewer deaths. Death rates by 
far the lowest on record are shown for 
1919 from measles and whooping 
cough, while the low death rate from 
diarrhea has only once been bettered. 

The death rate at most ages of life 
shows .a tendency to decline, except 
in the ease of cancer. 

The excess of infant deaths in Lon- 
don over the average for the country, 
noted as an exceptional feature of the 
'1917 and 1918 figures, has disappeared. 

Deaths Exceed Births Here.

Except 
in rare instances, they do not partake 
of the crops of farmers, so our water- 
fowl supply is self-sustaining 
never failing. 


Sir 
Greenhead and his bonny brown mate 
can make a home and raise a family 
any place they happen to be that suits 
their fancy. You will find them in 
America, Europe, and Asia, as. far 
south as India. 

Any temperate country with a body 
of water large enough to float a duck 
will have its breeding greenheads.

Finally, the performance itself is 
superlatively fine.

Into it many meanings may be read, 
though none of them is definitely 
proved.

sult 9 more grievous disappointment 
and a more biiter grief than that they 
suffered in losing them. 

Such was the experience of Mary 
Rose and those *who loved her. She 
came searching for the baby she had 
left toddling about the nouse, and 
found a grown man, hardened and 
coarsened by th® war and the life he 
had led in the twenty- five years she 
Was away.
